Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/7/10 has been entered. 

2. Claims 2-6,9, 10, 12- 16 and 19-50 have been canceled. Claims 1,7,8,11,17,18 and 51-58 
remain in the application. 

3. In light of the amendment filed 6/7/10, the 35 USC 103 rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,7,8,11,17,18 and 51-58 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest forming an electric circuit on a door 
trim panel of a car by determining a position and a profile of the door trim panel disposed on the 
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car and a position and a shape of an electric circuit formed on the door trim panel when the car is 
designed; storing a set of three-dimensional data of the door trim panel and the electrical circuit 
determined at the design into a storage section as a first reference coordinate system; and 
converting the car set of three-dimensional data in the first coordinate system to a door trim 
panel set of three-dimensional data in a second coordinate system provided in relation to the door 
trim panel disposed on a transfer unit and having a second origin in the door trim panel and 
jetting molten metal on the door trim whereby the first and second coordinate systems do not 
coincide. 

Prior art teaches a first set of coordinate system and measuring/testing to comply wth the 
coordinate system but does not convert one set of coordinate system to a second set of coordinate 
system that do not coincide with one another.
